N appointing his Colorado Strike Commission Presi- 

dent Wilson makes it clear that it is to deal, not with 

existing, but with future differences. Under the 
protection of the Government there are at work in the 
coal mines of that State 10,000 contented miners, turning 
out three-fourths of the normal tonnage, all that the pre- 
vailing market will absorb.

I is inconceivable that the working masses of this 
country cannot appreciate what the prosperity of the 
railroads means to them. The dry statistics of the 

annual reports of our railroads interest very few. Yet 

they are of vital moment to those who do any thinking. 

Take one railroad, for instance, the Chicago, Burling- 
ton and Quincy, an old and prosperous corporation, and 
note in its annual report one single fact among a number 
ot inte rest, and that is that the dec line in net earnings and 
the enormous increase in taxes compelled it to set asic 
for betterments $2,000,000 less than had been applied 
for improvements the previous year Chis $2,000,000,

if the railroad had had it, would have been expended for 


iron and steel construction and equipments, and 60% of 
it would have gone to labor. This is only one of hundreds 
of railroads that have been compelled to curtail expendi- 
tures to the narrowest limits. 

A competent authority estimates that if the Interstate 
Commerce Commission would give the railroads a fait 
increase in rates, and if local authorities would cease to 
oppress them with new taxes, the railway corporations 
of this country would prepare, at once, to spend, on an 
iverage, $3,000,000 a day continuously for five years to 
put their prope rties in the best condition to handle busi 
ness economically 

While we are congratulating ourselves over reports 
that the warring nations abroad have sent orders for war 
material to this country aggregating $200,000,000 let 
us stop and think how little this is in comparison with 
what our own railroads would be willing to spend if their 
credit were restored. In one year they would expend 
$1,000,000,000 or five times the amount of all the orders 
for war materials of which we have been boasting. The 
railroads would pay out this $200,000,000 in less than 
three months and continue at this rate for a period of 
five years 

What would this mean to business men, to keepers of 
hops, large and small, and to the vast army of employed 
ind unemployed workingmen? What would it mean to 
the dinner pail and the pay envelope? Isn't it time that 
we thought of these things seriously?

But 
this scrutiny will be doubly interesting to the other 99% 
per cent. because, as Joseph E. Davies, the Commissioner 
of Corporations, puts it, the commission's chief work will 
be to protect the 99% per cent. against the practices of the 
one-half of 1 per cent. that constitutes their big rivals.
